Programs for each month were discussed with the addition 
of a puvnet show for the December program. A $20.00 donation 
will be reauired for the church group who puts on the puppet 
show. 


The question of whether or not the PTO needs a charter as 
a non-profit organization was brought up. Kathy Ahrens was 
assigned to gather more information before anything is done.
